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Puppets Enact Operation 
To Allay Child's Fears 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


When a child knows he must 


go to a hospital for an opera- 
tion he may feel apprehensive. 
In order to overcome what is 
essentially a fear of the un- 
known, the children in the 
Children's Memorial Hospital 
in Chicago are given a pre- 
view of w h a t will happen. 
H o s p i t a l volunteers using 
hand puppets demonstrate the 
e x p e c t e d procedures and 
stress the prompt recovery of 
consciousness and the bene- 
fits from the operation. 


The puppets are dressed as 


nurses and surgeons and wear 
face m a s k s . A miniature 
operating table, hypodermic 
needle and anesthetic 
face 


cone are part of the equip- 
ment. The child is given a 
puppet patient and the puppet 
nurse cleans its arm with 
alcohol, before* inserting >;the 
needle. 
Although the child 


doesn't feel it he is encour- 
aged to speak for the puppet 
and say 'Ouch!" as loudly as 
he pleases. 


After 
going 
through 
the 


whole make-believe routine, 
the child in turn takes the 
nurse and surgeon puppets 
and the volunteer takes the 
patient puppet. The child pro- 
ceeds with the play operation 
and reassures the volunteer 
at every step. This is believed 
to be the most important part 
of the performance. 


The old .idea that the young 


patient should put up a brave 
front and not cry has been 
abandoned. The idea that, if 
something h u r t s , the child 
should express his natural 
emotions has taken its place. 
The new approach has re- 
sulted in less emotional dis- 
turbance during the induction 
of anesthesia, in the recovery 
room, at home after the opera- 
tion and a greater willingness 


Q—My granddaughter, 12, is

Many short children shoot up 
to surprising heights

two will give a fairly reliable 
estimate of what her 
adult 


height will be. Drugs to stim- 
ulate growth are not recom- 
mended 
Elevator shoes may 


be used if shortness is a real 
problem. 


Q—What are the symptoms 


of 
gonorrhea

What is the treatment? 


A—I sualh the first sign of 


gonorrhea is a severe burning 
on urination, which appears 
live to six days after expo- 
sure 
There is also a dii 


charge of pus from the urethra

Cool air finally comes to the 
Carolina Jew c o u n t r y in 
December. Palmetto fronds 
dack from the northerly flow 
and the endless marshes undu- 
late amber seas of grass. 


The shallow t i d a l creeks 


that rend the marshes into 
giant jigsaw puzzles begin to 
cool down from tepid autumn 
Uwperatures. As the water 
cools, schools of voracious 
weakfish swarm in from the 
ocean, their spots glowing 
brightly—like steelhead, or 
any fish fresh from the sea 
life. 


This is the time of year 


when preachers peer over 
their spectacles at the empty 
yews and smile that funny 
little resigned smile. There's 
no use fighting it: the low 
country goes trout fishing in 
the fail and winter. 


They call them trout here. 


Further north they 
modify 


that by saying sea trout. But. 
down here it's just trout—or 
speckled trout at best. 


It's not a trout at all. Al- 


though weakfish may resem- 
ble a brook trout that stayed 
too long in the shade of a big 
rock, they're actually kissin' 
cousins to Crokers. 


Parentage or heritage aside, 


there's no finer 
fighting or 


eating fish on the Atlantic sea- 
board". 


Many years ago, these won- 


derful fish were plentiful all 
along the coast. Record hauls 
were made in trawler nets off 
the New Jersey shore and 
weakfishing 
was a national 


passion from Cape Cod to the 
Rio Grande. 


The huge schools are gone 


now, but there are still plenty 
of fish to be caught. The truth 
is, the biggest fish are caught 
down around Mosquito Lagoon 
in Florida, and the largest 
catches are made on the flats 
off the Texas-Louisiana coast, 
but nowhere is the honorable 
weakies sought more zealous- 
ly than right here in Beaufort 
County (pronounced Bew-fort, 
brother). 


The classic method of fish- 


ing for weakies is drifting a 
live shrimp—suspended from 
a red and white float—over 
feeding grounds such as oyster 
beds. The only drawback to 
this method is that the shrimp 
desert the creeks when the 
water gets too cold, and then 
what do you do for bait? 


For years, local fishermen 


substituted a little redheaded 
wooden plug and spent hours 
flinging them out with can- 
tankerous casting rigs. The 
boom in spin and spin-cast 
fishing solved all the prob- 
lems. 


Nowadays, most local folks 


arm themselves with a spin- 
ning rod and a pocketful of 
butterbean-type bucktail jigs 
and h e a d for the nearest 
creek. They even take some 
nice fish ofl the 
municipal 


parking lot—right downtown!
